AN ACT to amend Chapter 120 of Session Laws of Mt 
• 

The people of the Sta'e cf Wisconsin, represented in, 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

§ 1. Chapter 120 of the Session Laws of 1856, enti-
tled "An Act to simplify and abrige the practice, 
pleadings attd proceedings of the Courts of this Staten 
is amended as follows :—Where the w..rd "parties" oc-
curs in Section 29 of said Act, the word " defendants" 
shall be inserted instead thereof; Provided, Such ac-
tion as is set forth in Section 29, may be tried in the 
County where the defendant may be at the time he is 
served with a summons, and Provided further, That 
nothing in sa'd Chapter 120 shall be construed to change 
the county where an action against a corporation might 
have been tried before the passage of said act ; except 
that in an action against an Insurance Company, the 
same may be tried in the county where the cause of 
action, or part thereof, arose. 

§ 2. Where the said Chapter 120 does not procribe on 
what party, agent or officer, a summons may be served, 
such summons may be served on the party, agent or 
officer designated by law, befyre said act took effect. 

§ 3. After subdivision 2 of Section 915, of said Chap-
ter 120, the words "except where a Justice Of the Peace 
has jurisdiction" shall be inserted. In Section 95 where, 
the figures ".67" occur, figures "87" shall be inserted 
instead thereof. In Section 243, where the words" Sec-
tion 158" occur, the words " Sect' ons 148 and 149" shall 
be inserted instead thereof. In Section 290, before the 
figures 90," the figures "85" shall be read and insert-
